third time he appeared the people fell 
down and worahipped him. Mr. Train's 
crooked leg is not jet in pabjic lavor, 
bnt who can tell what bia indomitable 
perieveranoe may do? We are quite 
coDviDCed that any Quixotic idea of 
his in relation tO oaptnring Yancouver 
Island would not be believed by those 
who might follow him in any poBBiblo 
raid on this Colony ; but there aro al- 
ways a siiffieioncy of worthless ruscalfi 
who would take advan'ago of tho few 
dupes Mr. Truin miglU induce to full 
down and worship him; and that he 
might induco some to do bo, wo con- 
ceive is quite within the range of pos- 
sibility, when wo take into cousidern^ 
tiou the highly excitable character of 
this olaSB, who aro ever ready to follow 
a man bo mnch after tboir own hearts 
aaS.F. Train. His incoherent rav- 
ia'gB have so much enthusiastic fire 
about them, as to faeily inflame cnni- 
boBtible material, and the Sons of Jirin 
aris pot usually very fastidious about 
the logic of a man that is likely to frivo 
them an opportunity for a fight. Tho 
number ot anoh followers having Irisli 
grievances at heart, would not, we think, 
be very large, but they would be suffi- 
cient to afford an excuse for idle vaga- 
bonds to follow with a view to pluuder. 
Mr. Train has reached Portland, and 
whether with tho object of making 
biB lectures more profitable, or in fur- 
therance of his crazy bousting, dees 
not appear •, but we learn tho Emmott 
Gnarde are drilling.

It is veil under any circnm- 
gtanoes, that these peoplo should know 
we are quite prepared for them.

able thing, but that, in our opinion, cir- 
cumslftnces do not make its attainment 
probable. In this view we tray bo mis. 
taken, but the mere fact of preaching 
up any aet of doctrines is extrenK ly sim- 
ple,, and is the ordinary modus operandi 
of men who make a living by assuming 
a great deal of enthuBiasm on etlbjects 
that they know or care very little about. 
Their sophistry has usually a very 
attractive surface, and it requires all that 
the honest part of a commanity can do 
to prevent the unthinking accepting their 
Ingenious fabrications for truth. If in 
oar desire to place the true state of the 
case before our readers we trench upon 
popular ground, wo are consoled by tho 
thought that wcare faithfully porforming 
our duty. A Free Port, on this Isliind 
was long tho great object of our daily 
efforts, and coat us much anxious caro 
and years of coiiBi.slent ndvociicy. Con-- 
federation, which throe or four years ngo 
was only a remotely possible contingency, 
now assumes the mngnitudo of a proxx 
imate conclusion. The nmttcr, therefore, 
■tands thus : Wo arc not likely to iiccom- 
plisb any modification of cur syMtem be- 
fore we enter the Dominion ; as a part of 
the Domioion looking to the probable cz- 
presiion of opinion on tho subject through- 
out the Colony, are we likely to be grant. 
«d a Free Fort ? And if there be a posi 
sibility of failure, would it not be well 
to prepare our minds for tbeaoceptanoe of 
Reciprocity as being the next best altern 
native ? "Wo are perfectly aware of tho 
influence a respectable body of coaimor- 
lial men, such as that comprised io o^r

giiaraalee whatever. Wo therefore think 
that, after tho Free Port syatem has 
been thoroughly canvassed, tho question 
of Ileoiprocal Trado should bo dis- 
cussed ; not that it should take tho pre- 
oedonce of Free Port, but that in tho 
event of Confederation being oar uUiui- 
ate destiny we may be ready to contend 
for any advantages in its forms or [)ro- 
visions that will make it more favorable 
than it might otherwise bo to some classes 
of our citizona.
